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TO  succeed  with  bulbs  it  is  necessary  to  begin  right  by  getting  sound  bulbs  of  good  size,  and  we 
would  warn  intending  purchasers  against  buying  cheap,  undersized  bulbs  and  expect  the  fine 
results  obtained  from  such  as  we  offer.  Our  sources  of  supply  are  the  best  in  this  country  and 
abroad,  the  leading  growers  of  the  world  haring  for  years  supplied  us  with  their  choicest  stock. 

To  the  lover  of  flowers  there  is  no  class  of  plants  so  much  prized  as  those  which  are  produced 
from  bulbs.  The  reason  is  easily  found,  because  within  the  bulbs  are  stored  all  the  future  glory  of 
leaves  and  flowers,  only  requiring  the  simplest  culture  to  develop  them  in  their  highest  perfection. 
Success  is  therefore  the  rule. 

Another  reason  why  bulbs  are  prized  so  highly  is  that  a large  number  of  them  produce  their 
flowers  in  very  early  spring,  when  the  rest  of  nature  is  asleep.  Then  it  is  that  a clump  of  Snow- 
drops or  Scillas  impart  to  the  garden  an  air  of  warmth  and  cheer  that  cannot  be  accomplished  in 
any  other  way.  Following  these  modest  flowers  come  the  showier  Crocus,  Narcissus,  Hyacinths, 
Tulips,  etc.,  in  all  their  dazzling  colors,  keeping  up  a continuous  display  well  into  the  summer.  With 
no  other  material  can  be  secured  such  a wealth  of  charming  flowers  of  infinite  variety  of  form  and 
coloring,  with  so  little  trouble  and  at  so  small  an  outlay. 

A FEW  CULTURAL  HINTS 

NOTE. — The  following  cultural  hints  apply  especially  to  the  latitude  of  St.  Louis.  In  the  South 
it  is  quite  possible  to  plant  bulbs  as  late  as  Christmas,  while  at  points  north  of  St.  Louis,  they 
should  be  planted  as  early  as  possible  after  the  first  killing  frost. 

WHEN  TO  PLANT.— To  the  beginner  we  would  emphasize  the  fact  that  Autumn  and  not 
Springtime  is  the  time  to  plant  all  kinds  of  spring-flowering  bulbs.  The  larger  part  of  the  bulbs  of- 
fered in  this  Catalogue  are  ready  to  ship  by  the  second  week  in  September,  and  the  sooner  they  art 
planted  after  that  the  greater  will  be  the  measure  of  success,  more  particularly  those  for  indoor  cult- 
ure;  therefore,  ORDER  EARLY.  A few  sorts,  which  are  noted  in  the  Catalogue,  do  not  mature  until 
October  and  November,  and  are  forwarded  as  soon  as  ready. 

OUTDOOR  CULTURE  . — As  a general  rule,  the  bulbs  should  be  planted  in  October  and  November, 
so  that  the  roots  may  make  a good  growth  before  cold  weather  sets  in,  but  they  can  be  set  out  even 
later  if  the  ground  is  not  frozen.  They  require  a moderately  rich  soil  that  has  been  well  manured 
for  previous  crops,  or  else  apply  well-rotted  cattle  or  sheep  manure  or  bone  meal,  fresh  manure  is 
injurious  to  bulbs.  The  soil  should  be  well  drained,  and  no  good  results  can  be  obatined  without 
free  drainage.  In  planting,  the  bulbs  should  be  placed  from  an  inch  to  four  inches  below  the  surface, 
according  to  the  size  of  the  bulb. 

When  the  ground  freezes  hard  the  bed  should  be  covered  with  three  or  four  inches  of  leaves  or 
litter,  which  should  be  removed  in  early  spring.  Too  early  and  heavy  covering  starts  the  tops  pre- 
maturely, which  are  frequently  injured  in  March  by  freezing  and  thawing. 

INDOOR  CULTURE  . — Bulbs  intended  for  blooming  during  the  winter  can  be  planted  from  Sep- 
tember until  November — the  earlier  the  better — in  pans,  pots  or  boxes,  and  be  left  in  the  open  air, 
covered  with  a few  inches  of  ashes  or  soil,  until  the  earth  begins  to  freeze,  and  then  placed  in  a cool 

greenhouse,  cellar  or  room,  at  a temperature  of  50 
degrees.  They  will  need,  occasionally,  moderate 
watering  after  they  are  brought  inside.  Or  the 
pans,  pots  or  boxes  may  be  placed  at  once,  after 
potting,  in  a cool,  dark  cellar,  watering  well  and 
cover  the  same  as  above.  The  whole  success  of 
pot  culture  depends  upon  getting  the  roots  well 
established  in  the  pots,  at  a low  temperature  of 
say  40  to  50  degrees,  before  you  begin  to  force 
the  tops  at  60  degrees  or  over.  After  this  the 
bloom  is  easily  developed  by  giving  light  and 
water,  and  one  can  have  a supply  of  flowers  from 
Christmas  until  after  Easter  by  regulating  the

HOW  TO  GROW  HYACINTHS  OUTDOORS 

/-taIIE  bulbs  may  be  planted  from  September  until  the  ground  closes,  in  any  good,  well  drained  garden  soil, 
which,  however,  should  be  well  enriched  with  rotted  sheep  manure,  and  dug  at  least  15  inches  deep. 
A They  should  be  set  6 inches  apart  and  6 inches  deep.  Before  the  ground  freezes,  or  better,  after  it  freezes 
2 or  3 inches,  but  not  deep  enough  to  reach  the  bulbs,  cover  the  beds  with  leaves  or  other  good  litter  to  pro- 
tect the  bulbs  from  injury  by  alternate  freezing  and  thawing  through  the  winter,  thus  being  assured  of  larger 
and  stronger  spikes  of  bloom,  in  the  spring.  The  covering  should  gradually  be  removed  upon  approach  of 
warm  weather  in  spring.  The  bulbs  should  be  left  until  the  foliage  turns  yellow,  when  they  may  bo  lifted, 
dried  off,  and  kept  in  a dry,  cool  place  for  replanting,  or  allowed  to  remain  in  the  bed. 


HOW  TO  GROW  HYACINTHS  IN  POTS 

Any  good  soil  will  grow  Hyacinths,  but  they  do  best  in  a rich,  light  one.  Our 
First  Size,  Special  Bedding  and  Forcing  and  Top  Root  or  Exhibition  Hyacinths 
should  be  planted  singly  in  a 0-inch  pot;  a piece  of  broken  pot  placed  across  hole 
in  the  bottom  to  provide  proper  drainage.  Place  bulb  in  the  pot  so  as  to  be  about 
half  an  inch  below  surface  of  the  soil.  Remove  all  the  offsets  from  the  bulb  before 
potting,  and  have  soil  come  up  to  within  an  inch  from  the  top  of  the  pot  to  permit 
watering  when  bulbs  are  growing.  Bulbs  so  potted  may  lie  plunged  out  in  the 
open  garden  and  covered  with  about  6 inches  of  gravel  or  ashes.  This  will  admit 
of  their  getting  the  proper  amount  of  moisture  and  still  prevent  damage  by  frost. 
See  that  there  is  a firm  bed  of  ashes  beneath  the  pots,  so  as  to  prevent  the  entrance 
of  worms.  They  may  also  be  put  in  a coldframe,  or  cool  cellar,  and  kept  well  watered. 
Should  be  kept  out  about  twelve  weeks;  except  Roman  Hyacinths,  which  take  only 
about  nine  weeks  to  develop  fibrous  roots,  which  are  essential  to  the  proper  develop- 
ment of  large  spikes  of  bloom.  A very  frequent  mistake  is  made  in  bringing  the 
bulbs  into  the  light  too  soon,  resulting  in  a failure  to  bloom  or  else  weak  spikes. 
After  lifting  see  that  the  temperature  for  first  two  weeks  is  quite  low  (50  degrees) 
until  top  growth  has  nicely  developed,  when  they  may  be  forced  according  to  one’s 
needs.  By  keeping  near  to  the  glass  so  as  to  avoid  becoming  drawn,  with  a liberal 
supply  of  air,  strong  spikes  of  bloom  may  be  had.  Avoid,  under  any  circumstances, 
direct  bottom  heat. 

HOW  TO  GROW  HYACINTHS  IN  GLASSES. 

Fill  glass  with  water  so  as  to  nearly  touch  bottom  of  bulb,  putting  a small 
piece  of  charcoal  in  the  glass  to  keep  water  pure.  Glasses  may  be  stored  in  any 
cool,  dark  place  until  roots  have  almost  touched  bottom  of  the  glass.  Should 
water  become  foul,  replace,  taking  care  not  to  have  it  too  cool.  When  brought  into 
light,  see  that  they  are  protected  from  draughts  and  get  a good  supply  of  air.

HYACINTHS,  when  grown  ill  glasses,  are  most  easily  handled  and  make  a much 
prettier  showing.

FEW  bulbs  can  be  used  for  bedding  with  such  good  effect  as  Hyacinths,  and  every  spring  they  form 
one  of  the  features  of  the  principal  parks,  and,  considering  the  little  trouble  necessary  for 

their  care  and  the  low  cost  of  planting  a good-sized  bed,  it  is  a matter  of  comment  that  larger 

plantings  are  not  seen  in  private  gardens.  While  mixed  Hyacinths  in  the  separate  colors  are  well 
adapted  for  bedding  purposes,  yet  where  a special  design  is  wanted  in  which  the  colors  must  be  sharp 
and  distinct  we  advise  using  the  named  varieties.  Not  only  do  you  then  get  the  requisite  colors,  but 
at  the  same  time  much  finer  individual  spikes  of  flowers,  which  well  repays  the  slight  increase 
in  cost.

SELECT  SWEET  PEAS 

/CULTURE — A great  mistake  is  often  made  in 
^ sowing  Winter-flowering  Sweet  Peas  too 
thickly.  An  ounce  should  be  sufficient  for  a row 
25  feet  long;  thin  out  to  3 inches  apart.  Sow  the 
first  week  in  September  for  Christmas  flowering. 
For  January,  February  or  March,  end  of  Septem- 
ber. Best  results  can  be  obtained  by  maintaining 
a night  temperature  of  40°  to  45°,  and  50°  to  55° 
in  the  daytime.  Spray  vines  frequently  to  keep 
down  red  spider,  thrip  and  greenfly.  Feed  when 
plants  are  in  full  bloom. 

The  soil  for  Sweet  Peas  should  be  rich  and  deep. 
A good  rich  loam,  with  plenty  of  well-rotted  ma- 
nure in  it,  is  the  ideal  soil  for  raising  good  plants 
that  will  produce  plenty  of  blooms  of  good  sub- 
stance.

AY  be  grown  in  a great  variety  or  situa- 
tions— a dark  room,  cellar,  stable  or  else- 
where. Any  place  in  which  an  even  tem- 
perature of  about  50  or  60  degrees  can  be  kept, 
is  suitable.  For  materials  for  the  bed,  use  fresh 
horse  manure,  free  from  straw  or  chips,  and  good 
loamy  soil.  Some  growers  use  the  manure  un- 
mixed with  loam,  after  first  having  well  fer- 
mented it  by  alternately  piling  up  and  mixing 
for  a few  weeks;  but  it  is  undoubtedly  better 
not  to  allow  the  manure  to  heat  much  before 
forming  the  bed.  Use  one-fourth  to  one-third 
loam,  the  rest  manure.  Mix  very  thoroughly 
and  upon  a dry,  firm  bottom;  make  the  bed 
of  this  mixture  about  four  feet  wide,  and  of  any 
desired  length.  Build  it  up  evenly,  pressing  it 
down  very  firmly,  and  leave  ft  about  a foot 
high.  It  will  shortly  begin  to  heat.  Use  a ther- 
mometer to  thrust  into  bed.  and  note  the  tem- 
perature. When  the  heat  has  partially  subsid- 
ed. leaving  a temperature  of  70  to  SO  degrees, 
put  in  the  spawn.  Pieces  from  the  size  of  wal- 
nuts to  that  of  eggs  are  placed  in  the  bed  about 
a foot  apart,  deep  enough  to  cover  them  well, 
and  the  manure  pressed  down.  Let  it  remain 
thus  ten  or  twelve  days;  then  cover  with  two 
inches  of  fresh  loam,  and  make  this  moderately 
firm. 

The  bed  is  finished  by  covering  all  with  four  or  five  inches  of  straw  or  other  litter.  Watering  is  not 
necessary,  unless  the  surface  of  the  bed  gets  very  dry;  in  this  event,  moisten  freely  with  water,  at  a tem- 
perature of  about  SO  degrees.  Iu  gathering  the  crop  do  not  cut,  but  twist  them  off  carefully,  filling  up  the 
holes  with  loam  to  keep  insects  from  the  root.  In  six  or  eight  weeks  from  spawning  the  beds,  mushrooms 
should  appear.
